GOSSIP FROM FOREIGN LANDS. 


SOME HOUSEHOLD BINTS. 
Grated apples make a delicious addition 
to muffins. Make the muffins as usual, 
and the last thing stir in the apple. Mix 
it evenly, so that there will be an equal 
quantity in each muffin. 
Never hem a braise or tissue veil with 
sewing silk ; take some of the ravelings of 
the material, thread a coarse needle with it 
and hem the veil. The stitches will not 
show at all if small ones are taken, 
A palatable drink for a fever patient is 
made by peeling and slicing some good tart 
apples, scattering white sugar over them 
and pouring boiling water over them. 
When cold, pour off the water and drink. 
A little bowl of sago jelly can be made 
by mixing two tablespoonfuls of sago in 
one pint of water, sugar enough to sweeten 
sufficiently, the juice and a little of the 
grated peel of one lemon. Let it stand for 
half an hour, so the sago will soften ; then 
boil it until it is clear. It will need care­ 
ful attention and constant stirring to keep 
it from burning. 
Sliced sweet-potatopie will be a new and 
welcome dish to some cooks. Steam the 
potatoes till tender, not soft ; then cut in 
thin slices. Make an upper and under 
crust for the pie ; season with ginger and 
spice the same as you do a squash pie. If 
you prefer you may mash the potato and 
cook with milk and eggs, and then you 
will have a mock squash pie. 
Ginger pound-cake, if made with 
care, 
is excellent 
with 
coffee for 
breakfast. 
Take one cup and a 
half of sugar, one cup of New Orleans 
molasses, three cups of (lour, four eggs, one 
tablcspoonful each of ginger and of cinna­ 
mon, one teaspoonful of soda dissolved iu a 
little hot water. Bake in shallow pans in 
a moderate oven for half an hour. 
Sometimes after beating the yolks of the 
eggs as usual the cook is annoyed to find 
that they arc not smooth and light yellow, 
but are “ stringy ” and have little lumps ; 
if for custard they spoil its good looks, 
but by straining through a very fine wire 
sieve this trouble will bo obviated, and 
only a very little of the egg ho wasted— 
Dot so much, in fact, as if she tries to take 
it out with a fork or spoon. 
Here is something especially for the 
children : Make a light but not rich layer 
cake, then shave up fine a cupful of nice 
white maple sugar ; add about two table­ 
spoonfuls of water ; let this boil till, in the 
language of a cook, it “ hairs front the 
spoon ; stir it till it begins to cool; have 
the white of an egg beaten to a standing 
froth ; stir this into the sugar and spread 
between the layers of cakeB. 
THE TALE OF A SHIRT. 
In the course of a confidential conversa­ 
tion with a friend who had recently had 
two new shirts made, we learned incident­ 
ally that the style of building shirts had 
radically changed, and that they were be­ 
ing made to button in front instead of at 
the hack of the neck. The news was so 
good that we could not believe it until we 
had it directly from a shirt maker, who 
showed us the ground plan and front ele­ 
vation that had been prepared by archi­ 
tects for the erection of some fine shirts 
for cur best citiSfcis, aud sure enough, the 
old fashion of folding doors in frout, in­ 
stead of a storm door Between the shoulder 
blades in the back, was the fashion. We 
have never felt b o much like passing a 
resolution of thankB to the shirt-makcrs, 
and a resolution of condolence to parties 
who have got to wear the old ones, in our 
life. Those shirts that button in the back 
have been the cauBe of more profanity 
than any one thing. Shirts that button 
in the back have been the cause of 
crime. 
Religious societies cannot pros­ 
per as they should when the male popu­ 
lation has to resell over its head, and 
away around to the back of the neck to 
button its shirt. Talk about spending 
thousands of dollars to find thcoiorth pole ; 
if half the money spent in that way was 
offered as a reward for the detection of the 
man who invented shirts that button in the 
back, and he could be turned loose among 
men that have suffered for years by this 
devilish contrivance, it would bo well ex­ 
pended. 
The bare idea of having shirts that open 
in front will give a feeling of rest to tired, 
back-aching humanity. To stand up to 
the glasB and batton a shirt, and see what 
you are about, will he bliss indeed. The 
thought of a generous slit in the bosom of 
a shirt, where one’s hand may waader, is 
elysium. There are times—we say It ad­ 
visedly—there are times when the best of 
us want to put a hand inside a shirt bosom, 
but with the old shirt that buttons in the 
back a man might as well be in a burglar- 
proof safe, with the combination lest, as to 
try to get in. A man’s stomach has been 
a sealed book for fifteen years, with the 
old boiler-iron shirt bosom, with no port 
holes. Occasionally a man's heart aches, 
and if he conld put a hand on it, without 
going around the back way and sneaking in 
under the arm, ho could tell by the feeling 
whether it was unrequited affection or 
rheumatism. With the new shirt an ex­ 
ploring expedition can be sent to the seat 
of the disease before it is everlastingly too 
late. Men have been wounded, and before 
they could be turned over and the entrance 
to the shirt found they have bled to death.

FASHIONS OF THE OLDEN TIME. 
It is not uncommon, in criticising mod­ 
ern fashions, to praise the simplicity of onr 
grandfathers and grandmothers. But a 
glance at a dozen portraits, painted a hun­ 
dred years ago, shows that the over­ 
praised simplicity never existed, except to 
the imagination of the critic. 
From 1785 to 1S0O tbe dress of a Boston 
gentleman, when in full dress, was as fol­ 
lows : 
. 
A blue or black broadcloth coat, with 
silk vest, black satin small clothes, with 
silver knee-buckles, white silk stockings, 
and shoes with large silver buckles. To 
his shirt bosom were attached cambric 
ruffies, while hie wrists were bound with 
bands of lace of. the fineat cambric. A 
white cravat, a cocked hat and powdered 
hair completed his costume. 
A Boston boy, who was at school in 
Philadelphia during 17S4, describes the 
dress of a fashionable lady of that city 
and psriod. A school friend invited him 
to attend church one Sunday. They had 
seated themselves in the pew of the friend’s 
uncle, when his entrance, accompanied by 
his aunt and a young lady, compelled the 
two to seek another pew. 
The ladies wore elaborate head-dresses, 
high-heeled ehoes, flowing lace ruffles, and 
elegant brocades, stretched over hoops so 
wide that only the gentleman and them­ 
selves could occupy a pew intended for six 
persons. 
The elaborate head-dress was something 
wonderful to contemplate. It was high, 
far too high for beauty, and was made up 
of crape cushions, fly caps, stiff curls and 
ostrich plumes. Its construction was a 
work requiring time and patience. 
The hair was combed back on the top of 
the head over a cushion filled with horse­ 
hair, aud a row of stiff curls was arranged 
on each side resembling sausages in shape, 
Tho hair was then powdered, and over it 
was worn a triangular piece of lace trimmed 
with ribbon, called a fly cap. Abovo this, 
when the lady was in full dress, waved 
ostrich plumes. 
If a lady was to be married early iu the 
morning, she had to sit up all night, for 
the head dress had to be arranged in the 
evening, aud to lie down would disturb ita 
symmetry. A story told on a fashionablo 
lady of that day who, being invited to a 
ball, was obliged to sit ou the floor of the 
carriage. Her head was too lofty to admit 
of her sitting on the seat. 
By many the dark day which, in 1780, 
startled from thousands the apprehension 
that the end of the world had come, was 
looked upon as a enastisement for the 
enormous hoops and high head-dresses worn 
by ladies, 
Ono popular preaohcr of the day, so it is 
said, delivered a sermon against extrava­ 
gance in (tress. His text was “ Top-knot, 
come down.” Tho curious, however, found 
the proper reading of the text to be, “ Let 
those who are on the house top not come 
down.” 
At the beginning of the darkness of this 
day —so dark that candlea had to he placed 
on the dinner table—a young girl rushed 
into the street, crying, “ The end of the 
world has come, and I am only eighteen.” 


FASHION NOTES. 


THE ADVANTAGES OF TWO EYES. 


There’s nothing like versatility. A man­ 
ufacturer of chemical manures at Birming­ 
ham, England, has written a novel which 
is the most successful of any in many 
years ; while Horatio James Huggins, for­ 
merly Chief Justice of Hierra I-eone, more 
recently a manufacturer of bottle-washiDg 
machines in Loudon, is published as a 
bankrupt, 
London workmen were busy a month ago 
leveling one of the last fragments of the 
Roman wall that now remain in that city. 
The mortar was found to be so hard and 
strong that the men with difficulty broke 
it up. This wall was built long before the 
Norman conquest, aud its splendid Btrengtb 
after a thousand years may well be cited | 
for the benefit of the “ master” builders of 
the present time. 
In the vivisection suit against Paul Bert, 
the Paria Court has given judgment for the 
plaintiff, though ou other than viviaection 
grounds. It is held that the boarders of 
Madame’B house having been undoubtedly 
driven away by the howling of the animals 
experimented upon at the Saboronne, 
Madame'was entitled to reasonable com­ 
pensation. Judgment, with costs, was 
given, and the Court directed that a person 
versed iu boarding-house administration 
shonld be appointed to assess the damages 
which the plaintiff sustained. 
Of tight thoroughbred yearlings which 
were sold in England in 1879 for £11,000, 
not one could win a race last year, and 
their total winnings in 1880 reached the 
paltry sum of £S00. Little Sister, who won 
£1,100 last year, and is now one of the! 
most promising Derby candidates, was 
picked up by Lord Falmouth for 200 
guineas. Geheiinniss, who won £4,”00 last 
year, cost only .100 guineas in 1880. There 
is a long and melancholy list of yearlings 
sold during the last twenty years at prices 
between 1,200 guineas and 4,000 gmneas, 
moat of them worth nothing. 
Plans have been drawn up for an electri­ 
cal railway connecting the eastern and 
western ends of Berlin with each other. 
The road will be placed above the street 
on high colnmns like the New York ele­ 
vated roadB, and stations will be erected 
at Lutzow-aquare, Magdebnrg square, Pota- 
dam station, and Donhof-square. 
A 
curious point in the plana is an arrange^ 
ment for lowering the trains to the street 
level at stations, thus allowing people to 
get out or in before the trains are raised 
again to the level of the track. Power 
supplied by electricity will do the work of 
raising and lowering the trains.

A great deal has been written in times 
past about the superior capacities of the 
t. hiñese for houso-service. Their diligence, 
their docility, their neatness, and various 
other alleged good qualities, have been en- 
thueiastically described, for the most part 
by tourÍBts who bad no practical experi­ 
ence of the subject. As a matter of fact, 
however, the hoasekeepers of California 
who employ Chinese find in them few or 
none of these virtues. 
There are of 
course exceptions to the rule, but the 
average Chinese domestic of tbe period is 
lazy, dirty, shiftless, insolent and exact­ 
ing. They demand the highest current 
wages, and it is rarely that their services 
are worth more than those of the raw emi­ 
grant girl of Scandinavia, Germany or Ire­ 
land. It may be accepted as a fact that 
the California housekeepers would gladly 
part with their Chinese servants if they 
could get their housework done by white 
girls, and that they would much rather 
spend time in teaching the latter than in 
instructing Chinese. Here then is a situ­ 
ation in which on the one hand is a large 
class of employers heartily desirous of em­ 
ploying white help in preference to Chi­ 
nese, while on the other hand there is a 
large ciass of white girls at the Kast who 
would certainly accept this employment if 
they could get it. The problem to be 
solved consequently is, how to bring the 
employers and employed together, and it 
ought not to be an insoluble one. 
It has been suggested that white girls 
could be brought out here to take the place 
of the Chinese by some contract system, 
by which they should agree to work out 
the expenses of their passage. But though 
this method looks plausible at the first 
glance, experience proves that it will not 
answer. In fact it has several times been 
tried, and it has always broken down, be­ 
cause the contracts cannot be enforced in 
the Courts, and because the girls who are 
so brought out will not continue to work 
for lower wages than they can get else­ 
where. The assumption, however, that 
the class of white women we want are 
without the means to come here, is, wc 
think, not warranted. There are scores of 
thousands of industrious, thrifty Iriah and 
German and Scandinavian girls in the 
Kastern States who save respectable sums 
even on an average wage of $10 per month. 
These young women as a rule manage to 
dress well, to supply themselves with 
whatever they want, and at the same time 
to put by a little capital. There are cer­ 
tainly enough of these thrifty lasses to 
supply all the wants of California, if they 
could be induced to come, and nine out of 
ten of them possess the means to come at 
their own expense. 
It is difficalt at first to understand how 
it happens that in all these years the wages 
of domestic service here and at the East 
have not been equalized. The fact, how* 
ever, probably is that tbe Chinese question 
has had much to do with it. At first the 
Chinese were willing to work for very low 
wsges. They took whatever they could 
get until they found that white labor bad 
been discouraged, and thBE the demand for 
them was consequently increasing. Then 
they demanded tbe highest current wages, 
and ever since that time they have main­ 
tained the same standard. This we take 
to be tbe reason why they have not ap­ 
peared to underbid their competitors, have 
not altogether driven the latter away, and 
have secured high wages for themselves in 
the long run. They have, however, pro­ 
duced a situation at last in which it be- 
oomes possible to push them to the wall, if 
only we can obtain the kind of immigration 
we require. Of course it is a difficult mat­ 
ter to do this, but the first step which 
naturally suggests itself is the adoption of 
means of informing the class of whose 
services we stand in need, that there is 
plenty of room for them here.- We do not 
believe that if the fact that white girls can 
get $'20 a month throughout California, and 
from tbat to up $50, was well and thor­ 
oughly advertised all through the Eastern 
StateB, it would be long before we felt the 
good effects of this advertising. 
When the potato famine was raging in 
Ireland in 1846, it was discovered that the 
people of a certain distriot were starving, 
in easy reach of a granary full of meal. 
The reason was that no arrangements bad 
been made for bringing tbe meal and the 
mouths together. 
That is our situation 
to-day. All over the Eastern States there 
are scores of thousands of deserving white 
women who are struggling for places at $10 
a month and under ; and though we are 
willing to pay double that rate of wages in 
California, and want white girls, we are 
compelled to have recourse to Chinese 
help. Evidently this is not a natural con­ 
dition of things. Evidently there must be 
a way of bringing the supply to tbe market 
which is calling for it. It is not enough to 
discharge all tbe Chinese now in domestic 
service. That is not a practical scheme. 
For inasmuch as the majority of house­ 
keepers must have some help, it follows 
that if the Chinese are discharged before 
there are enough white girls to take 
their 
places, it will become 
im­ 
possible 
to 
prevent 
them 
from 
being re-employed. The way to settle this 
matter is to aeenre the necessary white 
help, and then turn the Chinese adrift. 
And because this is a very important 
branch of the question, seeing that prob­ 
ably not less than 20,000 Chinamen are 
employed in housework in this State, we 
think some organized effort should be made 
to bring about the change referred to. The 
first step, namely that of making the state 
of the case known at the East, could be 
taken without much outlay. A few ar­ 
ticles, or a short pamphlet, putting the 
case clearly and tersely, would do much 
good. It might be all that was necessary, 
but whether further efforts are required er 
not, it is nndeniable that the situation is 
not one which can be trusted to remedy it­ 
self, and that therefore the friends of white 
labor will have to take some positive action 
if they expect to root the Chinaman out of 
this his stronghold. 


THE SEW IRISH SECRETARY, 
Mr. Otto Trevelyan, the new Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, is an industrious 
member of Parliament, a man of liberal 
principles, and an author of considerable 
merit. He is a nephew of Macanlay, and 
in his “ Life and Letters of Lord Ma­ 
caulay ” he showed that he possessed not 
a little of his great nncle’s literary talent, 
for he succeeded in producing one of the 
most charming biographies in the English 
language. In tbe House of Commons he 
has always acted with the advanced Lib­ 
erals. This is not the first time he has 
held office under the Gladstone Govern, 
ment, and he has proved himself a man of 
clear judgment and practical gcod sense. 
It is said that his appointment is com­ 
pletely satisfactory to the Pamellites, and 
that they hope much from it, though it is 
now understood that Gladstone, in appoint­ 
ing Earl Spencer Lord Lieutenant, in­ 
tended to take a much more personal in­ 
terest in Irish affairs than Premiers have 
ever done before, Lord Spencer being an 
intimate friend of his own, and being 
prepared to let himself be guided in all 
thing! by his political chief. Under this 
arrangement the office of Chief Secretary 
promises to be much less important than 
heretofore, though a man of Trevelyan’s 
ability is certain not to be content with a 
negative position, and will no donbt make 
himself felt, even though he has not a seat 
in the Cabinet. 


present surplus of $150,000,000, and they 
maturally demand relief from taxation. 
They are rapidly coming to a perception 
of the inequities of tho tariff, and there­ 
fore they desire that the relief shall be 
given in that direction. Congress, how­ 
ever, in response to popular demands, has 
lopped off some $20,000,000 from the inter- 
nil revenue taxes, and instead of revising 
the tariff, has now appointed a Commis­ 
sion, the main purpose of which every one 
understands to be the postponement of 
tariff reform. It devolved upon the Be- 
publican party to take the initiative in 
reducing the burdens of taxation. 
It 
should have given the country an earnest 
of its purpose during the present session 
of Congress. This it has failed to do, ami 
instead, has adopted a plan which is noto­ 
riously favored by the i’rotectionists, and 
by all the interests which arc bleeding the 
people through the tariff. 
We do not 
believe that the Western communities, 
which are at present the most slive to the 
importance of this question, will accept 
the Tariff Commission as a sufficient com­ 
pliance with their requirements.

It has been well ascertained tbat a great 
deal of sickness is caused by the introduc­ 
tion of sewer gas into houses through de­ 
fective plumbing. All forms of malarious 
diseases are thus disseminated, and as the 
poisonous gas possesses no odor, the major­ 
ity of householders fall into the mistake 
of supposing that where there is no per­ 
ceptible bad smell there can be no danger. 
No doubt sewer gas is liable to be present 
where a strong smell of drains is percep­ 
tible, but it is also liable to be present 
when there is no smell of any kind. As 
to what constitutes sanitary plumbing, it 
takes an expert to*determine, and there­ 
fore it has been decided by several munici­ 
palities that the safety of the community 
requires this subject to be placed in charge 
of a special organization, having power to 
supervise the plumbing in all private build­ 
ings. Dr. Tyrrcl, of this city, in his an­ 
nual address before the Medical Society of 
Californis, strongly recommended the adop­ 
tion of this plan here, suggesting that the 
work of inspection should be done under 
the direction of the State Board of Health. 
In Pennsylvania, Maryland and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, such a law as Dr. Tyr- 
rel proposes has been enacted, and with 
practical good results. Of course in towns 
and cities which are virtually or completely 
destitute of a sewerage system, but little 
can be done to prevent the dissemination 
of sewer gas by the pipes connecting the 
houses with cesspools. In those cities ex­ 
perience, in the form of high death rates 
and a low average of health, will appa­ 
rently be needed to convince the too con­ 
servative public that there is really some­ 
thing in sanitary science.

NOT A MURDER. 
When the sudden death of Maggie Mor­ 
gan, near Salinas, was first announced, and 
it was stated that she was believed to have 
been murdered by some unknown person 
or persons, we expressed the opinion that 
her death was natural, that it was a case 
of cerebral apoplexy, and that crime bad 
nothing to do with it. Probably the cu­ 
rious circumstance that two local physicians 
favored the murder hypothesis, prevented 
the public from dismissing that idea, and 
as two Chinamen had been within five 
hundred yardB of where the girl died, at 
the time of her death some people jumped 
to the conclusion that they were the mur­ 
derers. They were consequently arrested, 
and now one of them has been examined, 
and as a result discharged from custody. 
No evidence was advanced justifying the 
belief that any crime had been committed, 
and all the testimony went to strengthen 
the view that death had been caused by a 
lesion in the brain. We have no doubt 
that this is the correct view of the case. 


ONE CONVICTED. 
Curtis, second mate of the Gatherer, has 
been found guilty on six separate charges 
of beating and wounding members of the 
crew. The Court may indict thirty years’ 
imprisonment upon the rnffian under this 
verdict, and we hope that it will give him 
the full penalty allowed by the law. For 
unless something is done to protect sea­ 
men from his class of sea-bullies, in a 
chort time the American fiag will be driven 
from the ocean altogether by the impossi­ 
bility of procuring crews of any kind for 
vessels carrying those colors.

Lord l avendlsh with the Army of Ibr 
Potemae. 
Cincinnati, May 10th.—Gath writes to 
the Enquirer: General Averill thts morning 
told me a singular story about Cavendish. 
“ You may not be aware,” said he, "that 
Cavendish was in the army of the Potomac 
in 18C2, aud I entertained him for a while. 
He came to this country with his brother, 
Lord Hartington, now Marquis cf Harring­ 
ton, and with Sir John Rose. I met them in 
the following peculiar way : When McClel- 
lau’s army evacuated the peninaula I covered 
the embarkation with my cavalry, and was 
the last officer to get ou the steamer. Hav­ 
ing been ill, I lost my senses when I 
got on the steamer, and knew nothing 
more till I found myself in the house 
of General Wadsworth’s at Washington. As 
soon as I was able to get out, I made ready 
to find tho army again, which was then at 
the Antiotam battlefield ; but before I started 
I went into General IngaU’s office on Penn­ 
sylvania avenue, he being Chief Quartermas­ 
ter of General McClellan, and he and Nes­ 
mith of Oregon and Colonel Sawtelle and 
myself sat down to play a game of poker. 
It was a pretty long game, and consequently 
Ingalls and Nesmith were frozen out, and 
the game left to Sawtelle aud me, and I won 
all the money. I also won a considerable 
quantity uf wine, which I took next day to 
Harper's Ferry. I was nearly sick. On the 
way certain Englishmen, seeing me with a 
General’s insignia, introduced themselves as 
Lords Cavendish and Hartington, and with 
them was Rose. Cavendish was a young 
fellow, pretty well made, of frank, 
bluff style. His elder brother, Harring­ 
ton, was something over 30 years old. 
Wiien we got oat at Berlin, in Maryland, to 
find the army, these young fellows still went 
along with us, and we came to a email house 
at the roadside, standing alone, which had 
but ouo bed in it, and was inhabited by a 
poor woman. We concluded to stop there 
for the night, and these young Lords lay 
down on the floor with my staff, making no 
complaint, and insisted on my taking the 
bed. They staid around the camp some 
time, and suddenly Hartington disappeared 
and turned np in Lee’s army. The others 
did not go. I never inquired as to whether 
McClellan permitted Hartington to pass the 
lines, tut have au idea that he just walked 
out of the picket line and went over. Sir 
John Rose, when I saw him afterwards in 
Canada, rather apologized for Harrington’s 
disappearance, which was the first time I 
knew he had gone to Lee.” 
Ex-Governor Washburne Dying. 
M inneapolis (Minn.), May 10th.—A pri­ 
vate telegram received in this city to-aay 
from E. Washburne, dated at Eureka Springe, 
Ark., at 0:30 P. M. Tuesday, announced that 
his brother, ex-Goveruor C. C. Washburne, 
was dying. Another, dated to-day, says the 
Governor is very low. and unless a great 
change takes place very soon he cannot last 
long. Mr. Washburne’a business partner, 
who left him two weeks sgo, says hs was 
then much improved, and hopeful of ulti 
mate complete recovery.

M inneapolis, May 10th.—A cyclone 
struck a schoolbouse five mileB south of Lake- 
field Monday. The building was lifted np 
and scattered over the prairie. The teacher 
and eleven pupils were all mere or less 
bruised, three pupils sustaining terrible in­ 
juries. The storm came in from a funnel­ 
shaped cloud, which bounded along the 
prairie and passed into Herron lake, sucking 
up the water to the hight of a hundred feet. 
D ennison (Tex.), May 10th.—Marshall aud 
vicinity was visited by a cyclone Tuesday. 
Great trees, fine houses, farm buildings, 
fences, etc., were torn down like toys. The 
buildings on Tom Craig’s plantation, twelve 
mileB from Marshall, were demolished, and 
the occupants seriously injured. A negro 
was killed ou Frank Hall’s plantation. There 
were a number of casualties, but no deaths, 
in Marshall. 
P arsons (Ks ), May 10th.—Mound City, 
Mo., was also struck by a cyclone Monday 
evening, and thmgs were terribly torn, the 
storm being the worst that ever visited that 
section. Trees were uprooted, fences pros­ 
trated, crops damaged, and the steeple of the 
Christian Church blown down, Jacob Mc­ 
Cann’s house was blown fifteen feet from its 
foundation aud fearfully wrecked. Pierce’s 
carpenter shop was lifted from its foundation. 
George Trook’s house was unroofed and cap­ 
sized. 
Dallas (Texas), May 10th.—News from 
the McAllister cyclone says: The deaths 
added tc those killed outright, increase the 
fatalities to twenty-ons up to to-night, 
Forty-two were wounded, but not thought 
fatally. Half the killed and wounded were 
women and children. All possible aid from 
physicians and nurses is rendered thesufferers. 
Fifty-nine houses wore totally demolished, 
and twenty-seven partially.

Tbe Irish Tragedy—Im portant Link In 
Ibc Evidence. 
New Y ork, May 10th.—The Herald?/ 
Dubliu special says : Another important link 
in the evidence regarding the assassins’ Sight 
is supplied the po’.ic > by a carman who was 
washing his vehicle in the village of Chapel- 
izod when a strange car dashed past, almost 
knocking him down. He remonstrated with 
the driver and the men in the car, and took 
good notice of the horse and vehicle, which 
he is positive he can identify. 
The 
car proceeded to the Inchicore road, When 
within a quarter of a mile of the village of 
Inchicore it collided with a bread cart, the 
driver of which now comes forward with a 
statement which the police regard as the most 
important yet furnished. He is certain that 
he can identify even the harness of the hoise, 
of which he took particular notice. 
An Irishman's statem ent. 
London, Hay 10th.—An Irishman made a 
statement to-day, that last week iu Dublin 
he refused an offer of UK).000 to assist in the 
murder of I. >rd Frederick Cavendish and 
Burke. The statement has been communi­ 
cated to Sir William V. Harcourt, Home 
Secretary. The man has been taken to Liv­ 
erpool, and etill adheres to his statement. 
Ilia knowledge of the crime and a description 
of the men give his statement every appear­ 
ance of truth. The police anticipate that 
something important will come from his 
statements. lie says he can lay his hands on 
the assassins. 
A Significant Charge. 
D ublin, May 10th.—The two bicycle riders 
who assert that they witnessed the murder ef 
Lord Cavendish and Mr. Burke, are brass- 
fitters named Magee and Fry. They have 
been further interrogated by the Castle au­ 
thorities, and adhere to the statement made 
yesterday. Fry, who was following Magee 
around a car with a red pznel aud partly 
obliterated number, insisted ou the police 
taking it and the driver to the station for 
identification. This is considered a most 
significant charge, compared with the reluct­ 
ance of the populace in all previous crimes to 
render assistance to the authorities. 
The Brltlsb Prem ier. 
London, May 10th.—Gladstone was to 
have goue to Chatsworth this afternoon, but 
changed his mind at the last minute, owing 
to the pressure of business. A vast number 
of telegrams are received hourly at the official 
residence, many of which have information 
demanding the personal attention of the 
Premier. He has not been in bed five hours 
at any one time since Friday night, but 
works with a feverish anxiety tbat indicates 
a full knowledge of the crisis hanging over 
tbe Government. His son is understool to 
have almost succumbed to the strain. 
The Proposed l.nml League Reward. 
P aris, May 10th.—Mr. Egan, Treasurer of 
the Laud League, has telegraphed the follow­ 
ing to the Freeman's Journal of Dublin to­ 
night : " In the Freeman’s Journal of 
yesterday James F. O'Brien suggests that a 
reward of £2,000 be offered out of the Land 
League fund for the discovery of the perpe­ 
trators of the terrible tragedy of Satur­ 
day, Remembering as I do the number 
of innocent victims who in the sad 
history of our own country have been 
handed over to the gallows by wretched in­ 
formers in order to earn the coveted blood 
money, and foreeeing the awful danger that 
in the present excited state of pnblic feeling 
crime may he added to crime by the possible 
sacrifice of guiltless men, I am determined 
that if one penny of the I,and League fuDd 
were voted for such a purpose I would at 
once resign the Treasurership." 
Trouble In Egypt. 
C airo, May 10th.—Egypt is in a state of 
revolution. The Ministry, in violation of the 
organic law, have summoned the Chamber of 
Notables over the head of the Khedive. 
Their nominal object is to settle the differ­ 
ence which has arisen between them and the 
Khedive, but it is considered that the letter’s 
deposition may be regarded as virtually 
achieved in favor of a Government under 
Arabi Bey unless immediate intervention 
occurs. The diplomatic agents of Germany, 
Austria aud Italy have received strict in­ 
structions to abstain from intervention. The 
Egyptian Ministers formally assured the for­ 
eign Consul-Generals that no danger threat­ 
ens the lives or property of Europeans, bnt 
they declare that in the event of Turkish in­ 
t irvention they are resolved to defend their 
country. 
Treaty Approved. 
Rome, May 10th.—The Deputies lixve ap­ 
proved the treaty of commerce with France. 
British Minister Sloneil by Moors.

A poor laborer, near Wabasb, Ind., 
whose wife and children had been two days 
without food, went to a mill in the neigh­ 
borhood and asked credit for a small sack 
of corn-ineal. 
This was refused. 
He 
grabbed the bag aud ran. On arriving at 
home, he hastily mixed some of the raw 
meal with water, and the family ate it un­ 
cooked, knowing that no time was to be 
lost. 
They had barely satisfied their 
hanger before a constable came in and 
arrested the thief. 
The rapid and enormous growth of the 
American railway system is a factor in the 
development of our social and political 
organism, and in all that goes to make np 
our national character and life, of greater 
importance than all other factors com­ 
bined.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


THAT 
CLOSED 
RAILROAD. 


A nother S tep T ow ard O pening th e Road 
from Folsom to S hingle S prings. 


For some fourteen months the Folsom and 
Shingle Springs line of railroad (as familiarly 
known) has been closed against the public, it 
having been placed In the hands of a receiver 
peuding litigation concerning certain bends 
issued by the corporation that built the road, 
known as the Placerviile and Sacramento 
Valley Railroad Company. The stoppage cf 
trains on the road has been not only a source 
of great inconvenience to the traveling pub­ 
lic, but of great loes and injury to those who 
have relied upon it for the transportation 
of freight to and from thin city. The people 
of El Dorado county and the northern part 
of Amador have suffered very material in- ! 
jury iu consequence of the road not being ! 
operated, ami if not opened again soon they 
will puffer still more than they yet have done, 
as the present outlook is favorable for an im­ 
mense fruit crop in El Dorado, where re­ 
liance has been and must be had upon this 
road to mark-.t the same, as it cannot be suc­ 
cessfully done with wagons. 
The course 
which has been pursued in this case by the 
receiver and the party at whose instance he 
was appointed would seem to be 
ENTlBELT D«JUSTIFIABLE, 
And, under the circumstances] in this case, in 
violation of all the principles usually govern­ 
ing the action of receivers in this class of 
cases. 
Lt is the opinion of the best lawyers 
that the law never contemplated the appoint­ 
ment of a recti ver simply for the purpose of 
closing up operations on a railroad, where 
such action can result in no benefit to either 
of the parties litigant, but only in running up 
a bill of costs and expenses against the prop­ 
erty, and leave the public, who are not par­ 
ties to, or interested in the result of the ac­ 
tion, but who are interested in having the 
road operated, to suffer the consequences of 
tuck dog in the manger proceedings. Soon 
after trains were withdrawn from the road, 
Judge C. F. Irwin of Plaoervüle, and John 
C. Burch of San Francisco, attorney, were 
employed by the Board of Supervisors of E! 
Dorado county to use their endeavors to have 
the road opened again, but the county not 
being a party to the action, and having no 
Branding in Court, other tbau as “ friends of 
the Court,” they have thus far failed in ac­ 
c unpUahing the purpose. 
Recently, however, a petition was pre­ 
sented to the Attorney General for permis­ 
sion to use the name of the People of the 
Stab*, which, upon a b.md against costs and 
liability being given, was granted. 
Under 
this permission these gentlemen, actiDg as of 
counsel, presented to the Supreme Court at 
its recent ses-ion at L ob Angeles a petition 
in the name of the People for 
A WHIT OF MANDATE 
Against the receiver, but this was denied, 
the Supreme Court holding that if any rem­ 
edy existed it was with the Court appointing 
the receiver. They have since filed a peti­ 
tion in the Superior Court of San Francisco, 
and have made a rnoti >n in the case, in which 
the receiver was 
appointed, based upon 
the facta 
stated 
in 
the petition, upon 
which motion Judge Hunt has made an 
order 
directing the 
receiver to appear 
in 
Court 
on 
May 
30th

Some hopes may 
now be entertained that something will be 
accomplished, and that the road will be 
opened again ia time to move some portioa, 
if not all. of t^e immense fruit crop likely 
to be shipped from El Dorado, although 
PTume time will be required to move the grasa 
from the track, aud make necessary repairs, 
for nothing has keen done in that direction. 
THE FACTS

do so until in 1879. when it was taken out of 
the possession of that company in an action 
by Louis McLane against the company to 
foreclose a mortgage claim against the com­ 
pany.

WHAT HE LOOK3 LIKE. 
Raten, the defendant, as he sits beside his 
counsel, may be thus sketched: He is of 
medium hight, standing about five feet eight 
inches. 
He will weigh about 140 pounds. 
His body is too long for his legs. His head 
is round, with a low forehead, and is covered 
by coarse, short, black hair, combed forward 
and without any parting. The back of the 
head and the neck form nearly a straight 
line. The low, wrinkled forehead rises almost 
straight above heavy brows clothed with 
black eyebrows, *hat very nearly meet above 
a fiunken nose, that at the point of the bridge 
rÍ3es but little above the level of the cheek­ 
bones. 
The eyes are dark brown, very deep 
set, and shadowed heavily by the overhang­ 
ing brows. The face is of the Malay type, 
rather short, very broad at the cheekbones 
and narrow at the chin, with sunken cheeks, 
heavy jaws, a broad noee, rather flattened at 
the end, and with large nostrils. The ears 
are small and set high up on th8 head. 
The lips are thick and protrude above and be­ 
low a large mouth, the ends of which droop. 
The neck is not short but is very thick. The 
com'plexion is that sickly apology between 
the olive of the tropics and the pallid cast of 
extreme northern climes. A bribing mus­ 
tache adds to the prominence of the features 
of Raten’s countenance. The prisoner would 
pass readily for one of the lower older of Chi­ 
nese, or fill the bill for a Malay. The coun­ 
tenance is inexpressive, stolid, slightly down­ 
cast, and not manifesting any particular care 
or emotion. While the testimony was being 
given yesterday Raten was perfectly uncon­ 
cerned, and occupied himself with smilingly 
instructing a Deputy Sheriff how to cut fancy 
figures from folded paper with a pair of scis­ 
sors, or else amused himself with watching 
the motions of the reporter’s hand as he took 
these notes. 
THE TESTIMONY. 
At 3:06 P. M. the Court reassembled, the 
presentment was read to the jury, the wit­ 
nesses called and placed under the rule not 
to converse about the trial. 
City Attorney 
Anderson made the opening statement to the 
jury. The prosecution expected to show thp.t 
•April 9;h Raten became involved with a 
fellow workman and a fight resulted. 
That 
he brooded over the matter, and resolved to

Defendant 
then ran along Fourth street to the alley, 
between K and L, and down that toward 
Third street. That Lansing came out of his 
gate on to the alley and called on Raten to 
stop, when the prisoner turned, fired at and 
shot Lansing, and then threw his pistol over 
a fence into a lot 
That Lansing subse­ 
quently died of his wound. That the shoot­ 
ing waB murder, and that defendant is guilty 
of murder, would be the claim of the prosecu­ 
tion. 
J. W. WILSON, 
Supervisor of Sacramento county and livery 
stable keeper, was first sworn : Knew de­ 
ceased. 
The day James Lansing was shot, 
about 4:30 p. M., witness saw four or fire men 
in a scrfHe in front of the International Ho­ 
tel. liaten was one of them. 
He jumped to 
the outer edge of the sidewalk and fired. 
One of the men broke and ran, and Raten 
after him, toward Fourth street. The pur­ 
sued ran across K street, toward Hammer’s 
drug store, northerly, but defendant turned 
and went down Fourth street, southerly, to 
the alley. 
Witness pursued. Defendant ran 
into the alley and past the property of Lan­ 
sing. Lansing came out of Lis gate. De­ 
fendant had then passed the gate. 
As Lan­ 
sing came out defendant stopped. Lansing 
went toward him, when defendant fired at 
him, and Lansing returned into his own l«t 
again.

When Lansing waa shot 
witness wa* 75 or 80 feet distant. There was 
much noise and outcry. 
LansiDg made no 
demonstrations toward defendant. In the 
ecuffls on K street it was something like men 
colliding iu the street, and one jumping on 
one side. 
Cross-examination—1Think defendant came 
from Third street way. Think there were 
one or two with him. Defendant had the 
only pistol wltnpss saw. A crowd ran after 
defendant on K street and was shouting 
“ Police V1 There was a good deal of excite­ 
ment. Think there were cries of “ Shoot 
him !” Can’t say if they cried out “ Hang 
him !” Saw no one fall down in the aliey. 
Was some CO to 75 feet from Lansing when 
Raten shot him. Think some others were 
nearer, ia front. Witness kept his eye on 
defendant. 
Saw no pistol thrown away. 
Lansing walked toward Ratee very uncon­ 
cernedly.

lle-dir cl—The exclamation "H ang him ” 
was not till after Lansing was shot, but the 
other cries were before. 
DR. G. L. SIMMONS 
Was the next witness. He described Lan­ 
sing’s wound and death result. 
The bullet 
wound appeared aa if received from the front, 
unless it was a ball deflected from an original 
course. There waa nothing apparently in the 
way of the ball and the clothing [heíe ex­ 
amined] of deceased does not indicate that 
the bail came from other than the front.
